1. The Auctioneer reserves the right - 

to refuse lots which in his opinion are unsuitable e.g. Cover or Postcards with no identity; 
badly damaged stamps or those with partial perfins; non-perfin material excluding security 
overprints; to split or combine lots and to alter descriptions. 


2. Lots will not be sold below the Reserve Price except with the prior agreement of the 
Vendor. 


3. Defective and damaged stamps or material must be so described and the total number 
of such stamps stated. 


4. Bids must be submitted on the Bid Form supplied, or a facsimile. All details must be 
provided. Email bids are acceptable provided the same details are given. Telephone and 
‘Buy’ Bids will not be accepted. 


5. Bidders may limit their total expenditure and should then list their bids in order of 
preference, as indicated on the Bid Form 


6. Unsold material will be returned as soon as possible. 


7. Bids will advance in 10p steps. A successful bid will be either 10p more than the next 
lowest bid, or the reserve amount whichever is lower. 


8. All bidders will receive a notification of the outcome of their bids. 


9. Payment will be made to the Treasurer. Appropriate instructions will be on individual 
invoices. Postage stamps will not be accepted as payment. 


10. Commission of 10% of total sales will be charged to Vendors. 


11. All payments by the Society will be in GBP(£) usually by cheques drawn on the 
Society’s UK bank.
